RULE TWENTI-ONE. 


Under the rules of the House of Repre- 


sentatives existing prior to the present 
Congress, a member, at the time of intio 
dncing a bill, moved its reference to such 
cofirbhttee as he desired should have charge 
of it, and such motion was understood to 
prevail without a vote being taken, if no 
objection was made. When a bill came 


' from the Senate it went npon the Speak- 
' er's table, where it remained until some 


member interested in it, or the Chairman 
of the Committee to which the bill should 
properly be referred, made a motion for its 
reference.- • Upon such motion it was in 
order for any member to oppose the pro- 
posed reference, and move the reference of 
the bill to another committee, or that it be 
considered then, or made the special order 
for future consideration. 


The new rule (twenty-one) empow- 


ered the Speaker to refer bills to the 
appropriate committees without any mo- 
tion being made by a member, and the in- 
tent of the framers of the rule was doubt- 
less to save the time o£ the House from 
being consumed in motions to refer, when 
such reference could be as well made as 
without a motion. Yet, notwithstanding 
the adoption of the Rale 21, it is still in tbe 
power of tbe House to order a bill to be 
sent to a general or special committee or to 
order hs immediate or future consideration 
without such referencer 
Such a motion 


might be made at any lima that a member 
could obtain the floor for such a purpose, 
and it would be strictly in order under the 
order of business, known, we believe, as 
'•business on the Speaker's table." 


While Speaker Reed doubtless had the 


power under rule 21 to sett A tbe free coin- 
age bill to the Coinage Committee, he had 
no moral right to exercise such power when 
it was apparent that the House might 
desire to make a different dispositioa of 
the bill, and when it was obvious that a 
motion for immediate consideration would 
be offered as soon as the appropriate order 
of business waa reached. If Speaker Reed 
had been impartial and wisp ho would, be- 
fore acting, have stitedthathe waa about to 
and 
would 
send the 
bill 
to 
the 


Coinage Committee, unless the House dt- 
sired a different disposition of it, and tben 
recognized a motion to refer thu bill or a 
motion to put it in its passage. This 
would h»ie -been to promptly and fairly 
present to tbe House an opportunity to 
tf.ke without delay aucb action as a major- 
ity desired. But this of conse would have 
secured the passage of free coinage, and the 
Speaker is a mono-metalint, so he adopted 
the plan which all fair minded men must 
condemn, in secretly exercising in the in- 
terest of mono-metaliam, tbe power placed 
in his bands by rule 21. Under the former 
rule!) or with a fair and impartial execution 
of the present one, a free coinage bill 
would on last Thursday have passed tbe 
House, and wanted only the President's 
approval to become a law of the land. 


"THE 
PRESIDENT'S VETO. 


It May be Used If the Bouse Adopts the 


Senate Silver Bill. 


WASHIXGTOS, Jane 18.—The Critic this 


evening, .is discussing the President's prob- 
able course in reference to the silver ques- 
tion, prints the following sensational para- 
graph, from which it is inferred that the 
President will surely veto • free coinage 
bill: "A gentleman who enjoys tbe most 
intimate relations with President Harrison 
and with whom the Executive talks con- 
cerning important measures in tbe most 
confidential manner, called at the Wbiie 
House one day during the present week. 
The conversation turned npon the silver 
question and the possibility of the pasiage 
of a free coinage bill by Congress. The 
President's visitor urged upon him the ben- 
efits of such an act and the great popular- 
ity to be gained by signing* it, as well as 
the advantages which would accrue to tbe 
Republican party by reason of such legis- 
lation. 


"The President listened to his friend pa- 


tiently and courteously, and then replied in 
these terms: 'Personally I regret the Sen- 
ate's action, but politically I shall not be 
governed by anything except what I con- 
ceive to be my duty to the whole country. 
I am not the President of any one party, 
nor am I President for purposes of self- 
seeking. My duty is to the whole country 
and I will perform it. I am not nor will I 
be a candidate for renominatioo. I am 
sick and overwhelmed with the ingratitude 
of friends and the importunity of selflsb 
office-seekers, When my term is ended I 
will lay down the office with a sense of re- 
lief such as I have never before enjoyed. I 
will go back to Indianapolis, resume the 
practice of law and retire from public 
affairs. 
Hence, whatever I may do with 


this or any other public question will be 
wholly free from personal interest.' 


"These declarations were made in a tone 


ind manner characteristic of President 
Harrison, and which indicated plainly to 
bis friend that he bad thought long and 
deeply on tbo subject and had made up bis 
mind upon it. 


"Having arrived at a deliberate deter- 


mination in this way, the President's de- 
cision is unalterable. It cannot be shaken 
by personal appeals, nor can he be driven 
from it by partisan considerations. So his 
friend came a vay fully convinced that 
President Harrison was not and would not 
be a candidate for renomination and re- 
election, but that be had reached the final 
and settled conclusion to serve ont his 
term, doing what seemed best to him in all 
matters as they arose, and theu retain to 
his quiet life as a practicing lawyer in the 
courts of Indianapolis."

The 
supplicating method rhioh bad so long 
prevailed with barren results, was not 
abandoned A moment too soon. The effect 
was noticeable as soon as tbe opposite 
course was adopted. Tho importance of 
tbe issue was almost immediately recog- 
nized and tbe vigor and earnestness of tbe 
silver men of the West in pushing their 
domaiid were indicative of tin disastrous 
political consequences whicb would follow 
further inaction or successful opposition. 
It is our confident belief that a satisfac- 
tory silver measure will be agreed upon 
and adopted within tbe next ten days, 
For this consummation we will be indebted 
mainly to the persistent energy, indefatiga-

apolis; Superintendent Brioe of Tnsoa- 
loosa, Fin.; Superintendent Bishop of 
Reno, Her.; Superintendent Clark of To- 
ronto, Can., and Superintendent Draper of 
Brattleboro, Vt. All these authorities say 
that insanity is Increasing. Mr. Bishop of 
Reno says: '-I do not think it is increasing 
throughout the world; it is merely keeping 
pace with the other vioss of the human 
Family. It Is on the increase in the United 
States in consequence of our immigra- 
tion," The authorities discent from the 
proposition that half of the world is in- 
sane. The form of insanity most noticea- 
ble among (he American people is stated by 
the authorities as follows: Superintendent 
Godding gays paresis is the most noticeable 
•nd is increasing in populous centers; 
Ward lays dementia, Talcott melancholia, 
iletoher paresis, Brioe mania and melan- 
choly, and Bishop in American-born acute 
mania.

The Big Water Salt Dismissed. 


The water suit of Pet«r Marker, et altvs 


about a couple of hundred land owners, on 
the Humboldt river and its tributaries, 
which was on trial at Winnemuoca, has 
been dismissed. Attorney J. L. Wines yes- 
terday received a telegram from his partner, 
O. W. Baker, that Judge Fitzgerald had de- 
cided the water law, pn s°d by the last Leg- 
islature, to be nnconi itmional. There were 
seven point* raised in defendant's objections 
to plaintiffs' petition and the Jotrraii, nn/ 
derstands that they were all sustained by 
the court. The following are the princi- 
pal ones: 


That the law unde, whioh the notion 


was brought, is invalid and unconstitu- 
tional, because it operate* to deprive per- 
sons of property without the process of law. 
(Art. VII, Sec. 3.) 


That the Act is invalid and unconstitu- 


tional, because the same is cot a general 
law or of uniform operation throughout the 
State, but is a special law, in a case where 
a general law can be made applicable. 
(Art. IV, Sec. 20.) 


It is unconstitutional and void because it 


operates to deprive owners of water of 
vested rights therein, by denying to such 
owners opportunity to present and have 
such rights adjudicated and by providing 
for the distribution of such rights among 
the owners of water ditches, OB <.u nud 
reservoirs. 


It is unconstitutional because it u a 


special law, regulating the practice of 
eourts of justice, which is expressly inhib- 
ited by Article IV, Section 20 of the State 
Constitution. 


It is unconstitutional b'oauie it Tests in 


the Executive Department a power ex- 
pressly delegate^ to the Legislative Depart- 
ment. It delegates to the Oovernor the 
law malting power to-wit: The power to 
create water districts and establish the 
boundaries thereof, and the discretion to 
'extend to or withhold the benefits of the 
act from portions of the State and the 
people thereof. 


The case will doubtless lie appealed to 


the Supreme Court.
